The Atlanta Doctors Did a Rushing

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The average pioneer citizen who delights 
in the telling of ancient anecdotes of cold 
waves which visited this section of the 
country back in the days when Atlanta 
was known as Marthasville was non- 
plussed on yesterday for once in his life. 


He paused before relating his favorite 
“this-reminds-me”’ story and was careful 
to make it plain that yesterday beat all 
records of any local. weather that had 
come under his observation. He racked 
his brain to think of some day that was 
equally as cold, but ended by confessing 
that if Atlanta had ever had@ a colder day 
it happened before his time, 

Certain it is that there is no official 
record of any day within 6% degrees as 
cold as yesterday. In addition to this, the 
wind was blowing a perfect gale‘all day 
long, uveraging tHirty miles an hour, and 
at times going as high as thirty-six miles 
an hour, 

Usuelly a snowstorm in this section of 
the country is followed by rising tem- 
perature. In this instancoa the mercury 
began to fall with rapidity as soon as the 
last snowflake had descended. From pres- 
ent indications, the city is in for a cold 
spell lasting at least four or five days 
before any very materiai relief is felt 

The only favorable indication which has 
taken place in the last twelve hours is 
the fact that the wing velocity has dropped 
from an verage of thirty miles an hour 
to fifteen miles. This, however, does not 
necessarily mean that the weather will 
moderate; in peint of fact, indications at 
a late hour last night potnted to the prob- 
ability of the temperature being lower 
this morning than that of yesterday. The 
decrease in the wind mt a will mereiy 
make the cold less pemetrating, 

By referring to the $fficial records, it 
will be seen that the temperature at 7:30 
last night was 4 degrees jower than that 
of the night previous.

The great work of relieving the suffering 
caused by the severe cold weather was 
carried on yesterday with the utmost suc- 
cess. The movement to extend help in the 
way of fuel, clothing and provisions to the 
destitute and needy, which was inaugu- 
rated by The Constitution Sunday evening, 
and which met with a ready and liberal re- 
sponse from the citizens who have never 
failed to heed the cry of the distressed, 
struck a sympathetic chord with those 
who were themSéives shielded from the 
cold in comfortable homes. 

To the fund raised through The Consti- 
tution Sunday evening and which reached 
over $500, was added more than $500 more 
in cash yesterday, and about twelve-hun- 
dred-dollars’ worth of provisions, blankets, 
clothing and fuel. It was enough to relieve 
much of the suffering in the city, and last 
night many humble homes were warm w:th 
bright fires blazing upon the hearths and 
a large number of people who had gone to 
bed hungry the night before were biessed 
with plenty last evening. 

Early yesterday morning the relief com- 
mittee met at the police barracks and began 
the work of helping the poor and distressed, 
W. O. Jones, chairman, and Messrs. H. M, 
Patterson. D. E. Luther, J. F. Barclay, 
Henry Beerman, W. J. Kendrick, George 
B. Johnson, Harry Schlesinger, E. R. 
Black, O.. H. Jones, A. M. Shomo, J. M. 
Farnsworth, J. G. Bostwick; Morris Bran- 


don, Hubert Culberson a d others, as a cit- 
izens’ committee, met at the police bar- 
racks, with the follo i detail from the 
police department: Chief Manly, Captain 
Thompson, Captain Joiner, Captain. Jen- 
nings, Patrohmen Chosegpood, T. B. Lanford, 
B.C. White, Dobbs, Débbins, Carlisle, Eid- 
dleman, Jolly, Covington, J. C. Harris, 
Means, Tom Ivy, J. B, Harris,. Wooten, 
Cornett, W. R. Jones, Bd Cook and others, 
These men truly war ted hard (and never 
ceased their labors during the entire day. 

Mr. Schlesinger started out early with 

a patrol wagon on which he-had a banher 
with the words: “H@& the“poor.” “With 
that wagon driven by Calb Officer Ivy, Mr. 
Schlesinger secured ten loads of goods. 
He met with a ready response 6verywhere, 
and at every store he called he was told to 
come back if more was needed.” 
_ Cail Officer Chosewood superintended the 
drays and looked after the delivery of coal 
and provisions and he remained in the 
cold all day. 

The others rode on the wagons, either 
going after contributions or carrying a 
load to some destitue family. 

It was the best organized charity ever 
carried on in Atlanta. There was a treas- 
urer, a secretary and regular committees to 
do the different lines of work, and there 
was but little if any imposition. Mr. Jones, 
as chairman, kept things moving briskly 
all the while. 

Police Barracks a Commissary. 


The police barracks was converted all day 
yesterday into a commissary. Goods and 
groceries were piled up in the drill hall 
on the first floor, and the packages were 
made up ready for delivery. 

Carefully prepared lUsts of those who 
needed help were made out and assorted 
into groups so as to relieve all those in one 
neighborhood at one time. In this way the 
wagons were saved needlessly jong hauls. 

This is a brief outiine of how the great 
work of relieving the poor was carried on. 
The details make interesting reading and 
furnish another of those remarkable chap- 
ters in Atlanta’s history which has 
given her a name far spread for good deeds 
of charity. 

When The Constitution called for volun- 
tary contributions to ald the poor, it was 
expected that there would be many liberal 
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responses, but the manner in 


money and goods poured in upon the com- | 


mittee was stirprising even for Atlanta. 
People sent in subscriptions without being 
asked, and many were for very handsome 
sums, The Atlanta Milling Company will- 
ingly gave whole wagon loads of flour and 
said they were willing to give more. 


This made it unnecessary for the ¢elief | 


committee to do any begging or even ask- 
ing, and they went to work at once to dis- 
tribute the food, clothing and fuel. 

The Relief Work Begins. 

At 8 o’clock ten wagons came to the po- 
lice barracks from the stockade in the 
charge of the men there, and these wagons 
were sent to the coal yardsswhere the fuel 
was bought. The loaded wagons drove by 
the police barracks, where provisions were 
added to the coal and a man was sent out 
with each wagon with a list, stating where 
the coal and food were to be left. 

Of course the poor people flocked to the 
police barracks, and it kept twenty men 


busy waiting on them. 
Care was iaken to investigate every case,

Washville, Tenn., February 13.—(Special.)— 
The s:tuation ag to coal in Nashville today 
Was as bad as any day since the famine de- 
veloped. While considerable coal was deliv- 
ered yesterday, the receipts were compara- 
tively small today, and one-tenth of the 
demand could not be filled. There is some- 
thing of a panic and many people who have 
coal are piling up orders and interfering 
with the filling of demands of those who 
are really suffering. 

Long lines of people took their turn at 
every coal yard today, and more coal was 
e0ld to people who brought wagons than 
was delivered by dealers. People who could 
not get wagons brought sacks, and many 
men carried coal home on street cars and 
in buggies. 

Several] more manufactories closed down 
today, including the publishing house of the 
Methodist Episcopal church south, which 
finished out the day by burning old records 
and other books. 

. Vanderbilt university had to close because 
of the lack of coal. The'r water pires are 
also frozen. 

Supply pipes at the state capitol froze and 
caused the steam heat to be shut off and 
the officials and ¢lerks soon deserted the 
big building. The thermometer got down to 
13 degrees below zero this morning, !ntensi- 
fying the suffering. ‘ 

This was the coldest day on record here, 
and but few pupils attended the public 
schools. In view of the suffering the board 
of education directed that all school build- 
ings open throughout the day for the ccm- 
fort of children in different localities. It 
is. not so cold tonight, the thermometer 
showing about 10 degrees above zero. 

Surrounding towns this morning reported 
temperature as low as 22 degrees heiow. 

Snow Stops All Trains. 

Charlotte, N. C., February 15 --Charlotte 
is hav'ng the coldest weather known in ten 
or fifteen years. Snow began falling Satur- 
day morning and continued through the 
day morning and continued throughout the 
ward Sunday morning. It continued all day 
Sunday up to 11 o’clock Sunday night. The 

temperature did- not vary during the morn- 
ing. It decreased toward night, reach:ng 
the lowest Sunday night, when the mercury 
stood at 3 degrees above zefo. Tlie lowest 
previous record at this season was 4 degrees 
above on February 14, 1895. Although the 
sun shone for a part of today, there was no 
thaw. The snow is five feet deecv in the 
drifts. Business is practically suspended. 
Sunday and today the trains on the Sovth- 
ern and Seaboard have been fron five to 


seven hours Inte. Tonight the trains on 
both roads are annulled.

At ll 
o'clock Saturday night the thermometer 
in the weather bureau office registered 1 de- 
gree above zero. The mercury then began 
its toboggan slide and at 8 a. m. Sunday 
it reached the lowest on reword here—li de- 
grees below zero. There has been much 
suffering among the poor, as they were 
lacking proper food, protection and cloth- 
ing, and fuel being so scarce that it has 
been unobtainable py @ven those who could 
afford to buy it.

Snowballs Fly in Charleston. 

Charleston, §. C., February 13:~When 
the citv awoke this morning it found itself 
wrapped in a blanket of snow. It was bit- 
terly cold all last night, the thermometer 
registering as fow as 18 degrees. Until af- 
ter midnight rain and sleet fell.. The snow 
did not come till” toward morning. The 
fall is estimated from two to three inches 
On a level. Business has practieally-. been 
suspended all day. Merchants, clerks, bus- 
iness men and private citizens have pa- 
raded the streets engaging in snewba'l 
battles. The street cars have not. been 
able to run, and no trains have. entered 
or gone out of the city today. The weather 
is the coldest ever experienced here, the 
thermometer registering 9 degrees at 2 
Pp. m. today. Five years ago there was a 
Small snowstorm in the city, but the con- 
ditions then were not equal to those prevail- 
ing here today. Charleston’s weather rec- 
ords show no parallel to the storm which 
started yesterday and which still continues. 
The injury to vegetables cannot yet be es- 
timated; but it is enormous. 

Raleigh’s 1857 Storm Equaled. 
Raleigh, N. C., February 13,—The snow 
began falling on Saturday at noon, and 
ceased this afternoon. It is the largest 
Snowstorm that has visited this city since 
1857. That snow was eaid to be twenty-four 
inches deep, while the present one is eigh- 
teen inches. The temperature is remarka- 
bly cold, and the wind is very brisk. The 
mercury will drop to zero or slightly below 
by morning, [t' is very probable, Ureaking 
all previous records. Traffic on the railroad 
lines was practically suspended today, but 
will be resumed tomorrow. 

Moderating at Galveston. 

Galveston, Tex., February 13.—Galveston’s 
temperature this morning was ten above 
zero. It was not so cold as Sunday morn- 
ing, but there was less wind and the bay 
froze over. 

River Freezes at Vicksburg. 

Vicksburg, Miss., February 13.—This sec- 
tion is experiencing the coldest weather ever 
known. The thermometer reached one de- 
gree below zero Sunday morning. The river 
here is frozen for 200 feet from the shore 
and all river craft is tied up by the ice. 
Floating ice is passing in the channel con- 
tinuously.

Twenty-Two Inches on the Level. 

Petersburg, Va., February 13.—Snow has 
been falling here almost incessantly for 
fifty hours, and the ground is covered on 
the level to a depth of twenty-two inches, 
with drifts reaching a depth of six feet. 
Railroad trains and street cars ceased 
operations, and business is practically sus- 
pended. The weight of snow crushed in 
the roof of Roper & Co.’s wholesale grocery 
store today, slightly injuring two clerks. It 
is the heaviest snowstorm known here 
since 1857.

Vegetables Damaged at Houston. 

Houston, Tex., February 13.—The ther- 
mometer has made a new low record mark 
in south Texas, reaching four degrees 
above. The loss to steck will be very heavy. 
Early vegetables are damaged _ to the 
amount of at least $1,000,000. There has been 
no great amount of human suffering, -but 
cattle are in a horrible condition, having 
no place to lie, as the prairies are wet and 
the marshes frozen, over.

Deaths from Exposure at Loredo. 

Laredo, Tex., February 13.—Thé continwed 
unprecedentedly cold weather of the past

stood in the open air during the past three 
days. Two Mexicans died from exposure on 
the river bank during the night and there 
has been considerable suffering among the 
poorer classes of Mexicans who are unable 
to obtain employment, owing to the preva- 
lence of smalipox among them. A sharp 
wind prevailed, but there has been no rain 
or snow, or the suffering would have been 
much greater. The weather has moderated 
slightly tonight. ’ 
San Antonio River Frozen. 

San Antonio, Tex., February 13.—Prepa- 
lent weather for the past week has been the 
severest experienced in southwest Texas 
for many years. For the first time since 
1882 the San Antonio river has been frozen 
over and skating is permissible. No snow or 
sleet has fallen, however, and little losses 
are reported among stock. The mercury to- 
day has continued slightly below the freez- 
ing point, Clear skies and bright sunshine 
during the past seven days has done much 
to temper the strong winds. 


Waco Sees Zero for First Time. 

Waco, Tex., February 13.—For the first 
time in its history Waco and vicinity. has 
experienced zero weather. Sunday morn- 
ing the mercury showed 7 below and this 
rorning 3 below. The temperature rose 
above freezing this afternoon for the first 
time in five days. Oats are ruined and 
“wheat so seriously injured as to amount 
to destruction. Fruit crop is not injured. 
The Brazos river is frozen from bank to 
bank and all streams and ponds are cov- 
ered with ice thick enough for skating. 
Great damage has been done to live stock. 


Cold and Snow Throughout Virginia. 

Richmond, Va., February 18.—The direc- 
tors of the weather station here report that 
the present storm is the heaviest on record 
in Virginia. It commenced snowing here 
at 2 o’clock Saturday and continued up to 
8 o’clock tonight, when it practically stop- 
ped. This-is about the experience all 
through tide water and Piedmont Virginia. 
In this vicinity the snow is@bout seventeen 
inches deep on a level, but in many places 
is drifted to a depth of four or five feet. 
The drifts are not so high as those of the 
memorable snow of 18357, to which all old 
inhabitants go back, but the depth on the 
lével ts said to be greater. In this city 
street car traffic is suspended and there 
was not a northern or southern train in 
or out of the city today, save one northern 
train that arrived early this morning. The 
Chesapeake and Ohio road has two pas- 
senger trains tied up at Charlottesville, but 
dispatched one train westward tonight and 
one to Newport News this afternoon. Be- 
low the city the James river is frozen over.

Snows Two Days at Lynchburg. 

Lynchburg, Va., February 13.—Snow fell 
here néarly all day yesterday and today up 
to. 3 o'clock p. mi, the total depth being 
eleven inches. The minimum temperature 
for twenty-four hours up to § o’clock was 6 
degrees above zero, with indications of 
going below zéro before morning. Passen- 
ger trains are greatly delayed all the way, 
from two to eight hours. There has been 
no mail from the north since early morning 
up to this time. 9 o'clock tonight. 

A slight shock of earthquake, though 
more’ severe than the kind usually felt in 
Virginia, was felt here at 4:30 o’clogk a. m, 
Weather tonight clear, with strong winds. 

Danville Has Cold Weather. 

Danville, Va., February 13.—The record in 
the way of arctic weather was broken in 
this city last. night and today and the end 
is not yet. Snow fiow lies on the ground 
to a depth of ten inches and is drifted in 
many places to several feet. The mercury 
for the past forty-eight hours has hovered 
between zero and 10° degrees above, falling 
to 3 or 4 below during the night. Railway 
traffic in every direction is blocked by 
Snow and all trains are abandoned. The 
Atlantic and Danville Bastbound train left 
Lawrenceville, Va., this morning with three 
locomotives, but had to be atandoned. 
Southern railway trains between here and 
Washington are discontinued. .

. Never Was So Ccld in Mobile. 

Mobile, Ala., February 13.—The coldest 
weather on record struck Mobile on the 
opening day of the carnival and forced a 
postponement of the first day’s celebration 
to tomorrow. A heavy sleet Saturday night 
was followed by a freeze and much suffer- 
ing among those unprepared for such 
weather. Mercury at 6 a. m. today regis- 
tered 1 degree below zero, twelve degrees 
lower than the weather bureau record for 
twenty-nine years. The truck crops were 
killed, entailing a ‘large loss. 


In the Tennessee Valley. 

Decatur, Ala., February 13.—(Special.)— 
The cold weather now experienced is the 
Severest felt here in fifty years. A heavy 
snow of eight inches Saturday preceded the 
lowest mercury ever felt in the Tennessee 
valley. At 11 o’clotk last night the ther- 
mometer stood 9 below zero; at 2 o’clock a. 
m., 10 below; 4 o’clock a. m. ft went to 12; 
at 7 o’glock the record Was made of 14 
degrees below. Records for the past half 
century show this to be the lowest point 
reached by 8 degrees. 

Suffering from  gevere cold is intense 
from scarcity of cal, the dearth amounting 
almost to a faminé. Many families are 
entirely without. Swin lake is frozen from 
end to end.“ The Tennessee is on a boom 
and low lands fldofed. Last night during 
a blinding snow twe through freight trains 
collided in the Boufsville and Nashville 
yards, one train pulling in while the other 
was taking the siding for the shops. The 
engines went together with a_ terrible 
crash. Both were almost demolished, the 
engineers being severely disabled, and one 
so badly shaken up that he could not con- 
tinue his run. All signals were displayed, 
but. the terrible weather prevented them 
being seen. 

Blizzari at Opelika. 

Opelika, Ala., February 13.—(Special.)— 
The thermometer dropped to 7 degrees be- 
low zero last night and at 3 p. m. today 
stood at 10 above. A regular hurricane 
blew all night. The snow is frozen hard. 
A great deal of suffering exists, but every- 
thing possible is being done to alleviate it. 

Lower Than Ever at Evergreen. 

Evergreen, Ala., February 13.—-(Special.) 
The thermomet:r is 5 degrees below zero, 
16 lower than ever before. 

Tuscaloosa’s Cold Weather. 

Tuscaloosa, Ala:, February 13.—(Special.)

Streets Are Packed with Brifted

TRAINS ARE ALL DELAYED 


Transit Work Is Seriously Crippled 
Throughout the (sland, 


SUFFERING AMONG POOR INTENSE 


In the Great Metropolis Relief Work 
Among the Destitute Is Made 
Doubly Hard by the Great 
Storm That Is Now 
Prevailing. 


New York, February 13,—The storm which 
has been raging since Saturday night in- 
creased in violence today, becoming a. thor- 
ough blizzard. Snow felt ail day and is still 
coming down. A bitter northwest wind 
drives the snow in clouds througn tae 
streets, piling up tnree foot show arifts, 1he 
sireet cleaning department, after strug- 
giing for thirty-six hours to clear the prin- 
cipai streets, gave up entirely. Trathe is 
greatly hindered and the erevated trains 
pay no regard to schedule time. 

In the suburbs, where the winds have free 
sweep, the drifts are five to ten feet high, 
street railroads have stopped aitogetner 
and suburban railroads are blocked. Many 
neighboring towns are cul oft from New 
York altogether. Fioating ice cakes in the 
rivers hinaer the ferries greatly. Few per- 
scns ventured from their homes today un- 
less obliged to do so. 

Tonight the streets, even in the theater 
district, are almost deserted. The tempera- 
ture is higher than last Friday and Satur- 
day, but tne driven snow stings like a whip 
and persons obliged to be out doors sufler 
severely. ° 

All tne charitable societies are taxed be- 
yond their resources, owing to the sudden 
demands made upon them. 

Of the 15,000 destitute families in this city 
nearly all are either freezing or starving 
today. Tne continued storm has handicap- 
ped all efforts to aid and the biizzard of to- 
day has necessitated a complete suspension. 

ihe thousands of poor Jews, lIltalians, 
Greeks, Syriaris and Armenians who make 
a hiving selling fruit, confecthenery and 
other small articles from push curts and 
stands have been driven out of business 
altogether and brought to the verge of 
starvation. 

Persons employed out doors have.lost em- 
‘ployment temporarily..They number many 
thousands and some of them will swell the 
list of. destitute. a 

The task of keeping railroad trains in 
motion was almost herculean. Particular- 
ly was this the case with the lines running 
out of the Grand Central station. With 
each hour the severity of the conditions in- 
creased and those in charge of the work 
were reluctantly compelled to admit that

When told that a continuation of the ex- 
isting conditions was to be expected tonight 
officials of the roads said that it was likely 
that traffic would come to a standstill be- 
fore tomorrow. 

Tonight orders were issued to suspend all 
operations on the mai line and branches 
of the Long Island railroad until the storm 
subsided. Drifts ten and twelve feet high 
were prevalent throughout the island.

‘WASHINGTON ALMOST ISOLATED. 


Trains Have "Been Abandoned and 


Street Cars Have Quit Running. 

Washineton, February 13.—With two 
inches less than three feet of snow on a 
level and the mercury hovering constantly 
near zero, the capital is in the grasp of the 
most severe blizzard in its history. The 
snowfall which began on Saturday evening 
has continued without cessation, the offi- 
cial measurement in fifty hours being twen- 
ty inches on top of the heavy fall of the 
few days preceding. Driven by a high 
northwest wind it has drifted in banks of 
from*five to eight feet in depth, sspend- 
ing all traffic, tieing up the street car lines, 
cutting off the city from all outside com- 
munication by rail and causing untold suf- 
fering among the poor. 

At the capitol neither houses of congress 
had a quorum, and only a handful of clerks 
put in appearance at the various executive 
departments, all of which closed early, dis- 
missing their forces. At the city hall the 
same conditions prévailed, and no courts 
were held, while public schools made no 
attempt to hold sessions. 

Toward afternoon when the railroad com- 
panies were forced to admit that their 
traffic was practically abandoned, the city 
was forced to the realization that a famine 
of coal and provisions was impending. The 
price of everything in the eating line went 
soaring sky ward. 

While discomfcrt is general, even in the 
homes of the well-to-do, the police depart- 
ment report that the condition of the really 
poor, particularly the large colored popula- 
tion, is pitiful in the extreme. 

Every effort is being made by the authori- 
ties and charitabie associations to allev-ate 
the suffering, but owing to the terrible 
weather conditions, but Hittle can he avc- 
complished. There has not been during 
the day a moment's cessation of the si:'ow- 
fall, and with the gale prevailing tonight, 
it ig dangerous for anyone but a strong 
man to venture out. Many persons have 
been overcome by the cold, but no fatalities 
have been reported within the city limits.

Many Poor Were There. 

Old women were there who were scarcely 
able to walk; young women were there who 
were ill, or had ill people at home; little 
boys and little girls were there, all with 
suffering at home; some of whom had tast- 
ed no food since the day before, and who 
had spent a night of suffering. 

But the Happiest secenes of all were at the 
humble homes where the loaded wagons 
stopped and discharged their loads, and 
at many places the good fortune was not 
looked for. 

Some of the Scenes Described. 

The scenes that were described by George 
E. Johnson and Call Officer Chosewood 
were thrilling in their pathos. 

In a cellar on Magnolia street there was 
an old white woman lying upon a sick bed 
alone. She held up her thin, wrinkled hands 
and éxclaimed, when she saw coal, food and 
blankets: “Thank God, I knew He would 
answer my prayers at last.” 

There was a family of two women and 
seven little children in a hut, and they 
were huddled around a stick of charred 
wood trying. to keep warm. Biankets, gro- 
ceries and coal were liberally given to them, 
and they were left smiling and happy. 

A carpenter, who has been ill for many 
weeks, saw the loaded wagon drive up to 
his door, and he was so happy at the idea of 
his wife and children being warm and com- 
fortable that he ran to the gate in his 
sock-feet and took the goods up in his 


arms. 
There was a wife who had been deserted 


by her husband, who lived in squalid pover- 
ty in a room over a Decatur street store, 
and she and her three little children were 
all lying in a bed under a ragged quilt 
trying to keep warm. 

The Happiness It Gave. 

“T never saw such happiness given people 
in my life,”” sai@ Mr. Johnson last night, 
“and I wish those who gave so willingly 
could have witnessed the scenes I did. 
Just think of people being cold and hungry 
and not having a cent of money and not a 
place to get either food or fuel. 

“Everywhere I went with the wagons,” 
said Officer Chosewood, ‘“‘I found that char- 
ity had done a noble deed. The people were 
actually in danger of freezing to death, and 
persons were reached and aided who were 
too timid to beg.”’ 

Among those who braved the cold and 
went out with the wagons was O. H. Jones,

In the distribution of charity there ts al-

A MESSAGE FROM AGUINALDO. 


Agoncillo Gives Out a Cablgram Re- 
ceived from His Chief. 


Montreal, February 13.—Agoncillo, the 
Filipino commissioner, in an interview to- 
night gave an unqualified contradiction to 
the cablegram from General Otis, in which 
it is stated that he (Agoncillo) telegraphed 
advising Aguinaldo to drive the Americans 
out before re-enforcements arrived.

The Deceased Had Lived in Macon for 
Twenty Years. « 


SEVERE WEATHER CAUSES SUFFERING 


Work of Relief for the Destitute—Nov- 
el Trip of Some Mustered Out Sol- 
diers—Macon News Notes. 


Constitution Bureau, Brown House, Ma- 
con, Ga., February 13.—Dr. John W. Good- 
wyn, proprietor of Goodwyn’s drug store, 
and one of the best known and most highly 
respected men in the city, fell dead at his 
] store on Cherry street this morning shortly 
after 8 o'clock. The death was; 4 ares 
shock to the members of Dr. Goodwyns 
family and to his friends. He left his resi- 
dence, on College street, this morning in 
apparently good health and walked to his 
store as usual. On arriving at the store he 
remarked that he had never felt better 
in his life. He made a few remarks about 
the cold weather that was prevailing and 
had just hired a boy to shovel the snow 
off the sidewalk, when he fell backward 
into the arms of Mr. Walter Chapman, one 
of the clerks in the store. 

Several people were standing around the 
stove at the time and it was thought he had 
only lost his balance. But a glance at the 
face of the old citizen showed that some- 
thing was wrong. His clerk's gathered 
around and laid him on the floor and a 
doctor was immediately summoned. Dr. 
M. A. Clarke responded to the call, but 
before he arrived Dr. Goodwyn was dead. 

An examination was made and the doctor 
said that he thought he died of apoplexy. 
When it was known that Dr. Goodwyn was 
dead the news spread rapidly and was re- 
ceived with regret. His body was taken to 
this home on College street, where it now 
awaits burial. 

Dr. Goodwyn was born in Petersburg, Va., 
in 1832, and at the time of his death was 
sixty-seven years old. Dr. Goodwyn came 
to Macon about twenty years ago_and has 
lived here sincé that time. He had charge 
of the smelting and salt works for the con- 
federate government during the war and h- 
ter on engaged in the drug business. Short- 
ly after the war he came to Macon and en- 
tered in the drug business with Lamar & 
Co. He remained with that firm for about 
five years and then formed a partnership 
with Mr. A. B. Small. He remained in the 
drug business with Mr. Smal] for about ten 


a drug store of his own on the corner of 
Cotton avenue and Cherry street. 

Dr. Goodwyn was one of Macon’s most 
highly honored and respected citizens and 
the news of his death has cast a gloom 
over the city. He was one of the typical 
old southern gentlemen and belonged to 
the class that is rapidly passing away, He 
was one of the most popular men in Ma- 
con. When he made friends he made them 
for life. His store was one of the most 


' popular’ places in the city and the doctor 


always had a pleasant word for everybody 
who.came in. He was a member of the 
Knights of Honor and is held in high es- 
teem by the members of that body. He was 
a consistent member of St. Paul’s church, 
and lived strictly up to the rules. Dr. Good- 
wyn leaves a loving wife and three children 
to mourn their loss. They are Mr. T. E. 
Gray Goodwyn, a member of the board of 
aldermen of the city: Mrs. T. E. Artope, 
and Mr. John W. Goodwyn, Jr., of New 
Mexico.

WHAT FRUIT GROWERS SAY. 

Macon, Ga., February 13.—(Special.)—Ex- 
perienced fruit growers with whom The 
Constitution‘s correspondent talked tonight 
are unanimously of the opinion that prac- 
tleally all fruit in this section, except 
plums, have been killed by the severe cold. 
Some growers say at least two-thirds of 
the peach crop was ruined before the pres- 
ent spell came. 

Major M. J. Hatcher, who is largely in- 
tertested in peach culture in Macon coun- 
ty, voices the belief of other growers. He 
says he does not see how it is possible for 
any of the peach crop to escape destruc- 
tion. He quotes Messrs. Rumph, Moore and 
Other large growers, as having said on last 
Friday, before the present cold, that two- 
thirds of the crop had been killed and Ma- 
jor Hatcher says this being true of the crop 
last Friday, why there is nothing but total 
destruction now, 

Truck farms in this section are regard- 
ed as almost, if not entirely a total loss. 
There has been colder weather in Macon 
than the present, but it is doubtful if there 
has ever been a heavier fall of snow. 


FRUIT KILLED AT PERRY. 

Perry, Ga., February 13.—(Special.)—Snow 
began to fall at 7:30 o’clock Sunday morn- 
ing and is now four and one-half to five 
inches deep on a Jevel. Fruit is thought to 
be killed. The thermometer stood at 8 de- 
grees above zero this morning at 6:30 
o’clock.

NO FUEL AT MARIETTA. 


Marietta, Ga., February 13.—(Special.)— 
The coldest weather ever known in Mariet- 
ta is now with us. The government ther- 
mometer registered 8 degrees below zero 
this morning: many others registered 10 
below. The lowest record for this place is 
4 below. There is considerable suffering 
among the poor classes, who are being 
looked after by relief committees. The 
wood haulers cannot come to town for the 
snow and the coal dealers are out of coal. 
Several carloads have been borrowed by the 
dealers from the factories here, but still 
the supply is lacking. Unless there is a 
change right away the suffering of both 
peopie and cattle will be great. 

There has been no traveling from the 
country since the snow fell. 

FROZEN PIPES AT ROME. 

Rome, Ga., February 13.—(Special.)—All 
previous records for cold were smashed 
here last night, the official registration of 
the thermometer being 7 degrees below zero 
at 5 o’clock this morning. Aabout three 
inches of fine, powdery and exceedingly dry 
snow, which fell Sunday morning, covers 
everything. This record of the mercury is 
said to be the coldest since 1849, when it is 
alleged the registration was about the same. 
Ewery manufacturing interest in the city, 
except the cotton factory, is closed down. 
The public schools closed down for two 
days this morning.

Savannah Agent for the Line Fears 
That the Captain and His Com- 
panions Are Now Lost.

Savannah, Ga., February 13.—The steam- 
ship William Lawrence, of the Merchants 
and Miners’ line, between Baltimore and 
Savannah, is a wreck and probably a total 
loss, off Port Royal, S. C. She left Balti- 
more on Wednesday last with a full cargo, 
but no passengers. 

Saturday she ran into a severe storm off 
the South Carolina coast. She became dile- 
abled finally and in a helpless condition 
drifted ashore near the Port Royal bar. 
The crew abandoned the ship in four boats. 

One boat, containing A. J. Morrissell, sec- 
ond assistant engineer, and John Canaway, 
John Donahue, William Selifort, Charles 
Gree and Frank Bolden, seamen, made Port 
Royal. 

Three other boats, containing Captain 
Willis, the first and second officers and oth- 
er engineers and members of the crew, have 
not been heard from. Whether they have 
been lost or not is in doubt. The wires 
are down to Port Royal. 

Assistant Engineer Morrissell reported to- 
day to J. J. Carolan, the company’s agent 
here, giving the facts of the wreck. He has 
doubts of the survivul of the three missing 
boats, as the weather was very severe. The 
names of the missing men cannot be ascer- 
tained here. 

Morrissell and his companions suffered 
terrible hardship from the cold in the open 
boat and were nearly exhausted when they 
made land, Agent Carolan expresses the 
hope that the missing boats made land, as 
the ship was near shore when abandoned, 
and that the men have not reported owing 
to the interruption to the telegragh by 
storms. Morrissell and his companiins wii! 
be brought to this city tomorrow ou a4 
steamer.

Another recommendation made by the 
commission should receive attention, 
and that is in regard to retired army 
officers. At the age of sixty-four, which 
is the period of retirement, many men 
are in their physical prime, as well 
as in the flower of experience and in- 
telligence. Yet, in emergencies such 
as those of last summer, with intricacies 
of transportation and mobilization, the 
services of these experienced .men aré 
ignored, while we have to put up with 
the fatal mistakes of inexperience. The 
retired officers are under pay, and their 
services should be called for whenever 
found necessary. 

Taken altogether, the report of the 
commission will give satisfaction. The 


‘gentlemen composing it have gone to 


the bottom of every charge made. They 
have spared none, and at the same time 
they have resisted unjust and senseless 
clamor. ‘The judicial tone of the report 
will carry conviction to all who read it.

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“The State Fair Fund. 

The committee having in charge the 
raising of the guarantee fund to secure 
the state fair for Atlanta, met yester- 
day and submitted an exceptionally sat- 
isfactory report, considering the dread- 
ful weather of the past few days. Un- 
der the adverse conditions prevailing, 
with the thermometer playing around 
zero, it was not believed that it would 
be possible to get the committee to-

Several of the committee were not 
prepared to submit their reports, but it 
is believed that by Wednesday’s meet- 
ing, if all those who intend to sub- 
scribe will make their responses in the 
meantime, the full guaranteed fund will 
be in sight. 

The railroads have not as yet an- 
nounced their subscriptions, nor have 
the electric railway lines. It is believed 
that they will be heard from by Wednes- 
day. ‘The directors of the Consolidated 
will meet this week to announce the 
company’s subscription, and the Trac- 
tion Company will, no doubt, do its 
part. If the railroads centering here 
do not come up to public expectgtion, 


_it will be the first time they have ever 


refused to do so. We are confident 
that they may -be relied upon for a lib- 
eral subscription. 

Of the responses made yesterday the 
report of the committee which visited 
the lumber men was typical of the At- 
lanta spirit. Messrs. Bewick and Pope, 
the gentlemen having jn charge this 
feature of the canvass, reported that, 
with only one exception, every lumber- 
man in the citg had subscribed, and 
that their subscriptions ‘vere given 
cheerfully. The single exception will, no 
doubt, be noticed by the conspicu- 
ous absence of the name of the firm in 
the list of subscribers which will be 
published when the lists are completed 
this week. 

It is very important that these com- 
mittees which have not as yet reported 
should do so at once. The list should 
be completed today in order that the 
whole matter may be closed up tomor- 
row, at which time the executive com- 
mittee of the State Agricultura] Society 
meets in Atlanta for the purpose of def- 
initely determining concerning the fair.

after the 15th. On that day the rate 
from all Western Union offices in the 
United States east of the ‘Mississippi 
river to Havana, Cuba, will be 25 cents 
per word instead of 40 cents, as at pres- 
ent, and from Western Union offices 
west of the Mississippi river to Havana 
35 cents per word, instead of 50 cents. 
From the same date the rate beyond 
Havana to Cienfuegos, Casilder and 
Tunas, Cuba, will be 25 cents per word, 
and to Jucaro, Santa Cruz, Manzanillo 
and Santiago, Cuba, 25 cents per word. 
From the same date the rate from all 
Western Union offices east of the Missis- 
sippi river to Porto Rico will be 75 
cents per word, instead of $1.17, as at 
present. 

These signs of closer relationship will 
be welcome to business men, who are 
awaiting the opportunity to exploit our 
new possessions.

American Expositions. 


When the world’s fair was 
held in Chicago in 1893, there 
were many people who honestly 
entertained the conviction that 
such industrial enterprises would form- 
ally end with that magnificent exhibi- 
tion of our resources.

But instead of applying some check to 
enterprises of this character, the world’s 
fair has produced the opposite effect. 
Scarcely were the gates of the great ex- 
hibition. at Chicago closed before the 
gates of the Cotton States and Interna- 
tional exposition at Atlanta were thrown 
open to the public. Then came the Mid- 
winter exposition in San Francisco, the 
Nashville exposition, followed in turn 
by the Omaha exposition. Each of the 
industrial enterprises above named fruit- 
ed in magnificent results. and material- 
ly enhanced the prosperity of the coun- 
try at large, as well as of the sections 
in which they were held. But none of 
them was more successful than the Cot- 
ton States and International exposition 
in Atlanta. 

In the course of time preparations for 
other expositions in this country have 
been projected on broad scales. In 1901 
Buffalo will celebrate the birth of the 
new century by making in the neighbor- 
hood of Niagara falls one of the most 
thorough displays of American resources 
which this country has ever known. 
Then in 1903 St. Louis will celebrate 
with august ceremonies the centennial 
anniversary of the purchase of Louisi-

Editor Constitution—The excessive cold 
freezing weather and continuous rains 
have so saturated the earth with water that 
it is impossible to plow or break up lands 
preparatory for planting. 

Nothing has been done of consequence up 
to the present. So much rain has fallen 
that the water stands in many places over 
the fields, and where that is the case the 
lands, when dry, breaks up in clods and 
its productiveness is much depleted. At 
this time last season preparations were 
and the farmers had 
put in a third of their guano and compost 
and were moving on encouragingly. Now 
there has not been a furrow run to receive 
any of the fertilizers and many farmers 
from their looks show their feelings of 
despondency and they talk it. 

I do not know and have not heard of 4 
sack of guano being hauled from the market 
this season. I have never seen the farmers 
in this section so dejected as now. W® 
possess good average farming lands and 
we have some good farmers, but the low 
price which they were forced to take for 
their cotton has shut many of them out, 
many smal] farmers and tenants being una- 
ble to run their farms without assistance, 
and many are compelled, from sheer neces- 
sity, to work for some one else until they 
are better able. 

Many farmers had got their consent to 
lessen their acreage in cotton, and the lack 
of plow stock and the inability of farmers 
to purchase wil] necessarily cut the acreage 
still Itss, Unless an Allwise Providence 
blesses us from now on with propitious sea- 
sons the incoming crop mut be necessarily 
small to what it was last year.

UCRICULTURAL APPROPRIATIONS MADE 


Hale of Maine Declares the Senate 
Should Redeem Its Promise Made 
to the Senator from Louis- 
iana and Pass the Res- 
olution.

Washington, February 13.—(Special.)— 
Senator Clay presided over the senate for 
the greater part of today’s session. The 
attendance in the chamber was light? but 
the work was pushed through in a business- 
like way that brought most excellent re- 


sults. 

Senator Clay. has proved one of the best 
presiding officers that have held the reins 
over the senate and has been complimented 
by his fellow senators whenever he has pre- 
sided, which has been quite often. 

At no time during the session was a 
quorum of the body present, a majority of 
the members being snowbound at their 
homes, and for the first time in many years 
no invocation was pronounced at the open- 
ing of the session, neither the regular chap- 
lain nor any other minister being able to 
réach the capitol. 

A sharp debate over the unanimous con- 
sent agreement reached Saturday afternoon 
to vote on the McEnery resolution tomor- 
row afternoon was precipitated early in 
the session. Some feeling was manifested 
by senators who oLject to the adoption of 
the resolution, but none of them indicated 
what might be their action tomorrow. In 
connection with the consideration of the 
resolution the senate decided to meet at Il 
o’clock tomorrow morning. 

The agricultural appropriation bill was 
called up, considered and passed with only 
a few unimportant amendments. 

A bill removing the disabilities of certain 
persons engaged in the civil war. was | 
passed. 

It was when Mr... Berry, of Arkansas, 
gave notice that Mr. Bacon would address 
the senate tomorrow on the McEnery reso- 
lution.that the controversy over the ques- 
tion of the unanimous consent given at Sat- 
urday was precipitated. 

Mr. Platt, of Connecticut, took the post- 
tion that the agreement ought to Le re- 
scinded, saying that it partook of the na- 
ture of a snap judgment having been made 
when an appropriation bill was under con- 
sideration. 

Mr.’ Hale, of Maine, demanded the reg- 
ular order and then made a speech in op- 
position to rescinding the agreement. He 
declared that the proceeding whereby Mr. 
Mason had secured unanimous consent was 
deliberate and said he had never witnessed 
an oceasion where an agreement of the kind 
had been entered upon with more solem- 
nity. ‘ 

Mr. Platt insisted that no unanimous con- 
sent was ever given under similar circum- 
stances and although he disclaimed making 


any threat. he said: 
‘‘We shall have no more unanimous con- 


sent if this method is to obtain.”’ 

In response to some of the statements 
made Mr. MeLaurin of South Carolina, 
explained how the unanimous consent 
agreement was reached, and then said: 


Why the Treaty Was Adopted. 


‘tT do know that there are senators in 
this chamber who would not have voted for 
the treaty if they had not béen assured of 
an opportunity to vote upon the McEnery 
resolution. If anv senator was not present 
when the wnanimousg consent agreement 
was made, it was his own fault. I give no- 
tice. therefore. that I shall obLiect to any 
vacation of the unanimous consent. agree- 
ment.’’ 

Mr. Hoar, of Massachusetts, said he had 
just received a telephone message from Mr. 
Mason, of Illinots, who requested on ac- 
count of his illness today that the discus- 
sion of the unanimous consent agreement 
go over until tomorrow, when he might be 


vresent 

‘Does the senator from Massachusetts un- 
derstand that the unanimous agreement 
reached on last Saturday carries with it a 
unanimtous consent not to discuss the aues- 
tion in the absence of the senator from 
Tilinois?’” asked Mr. Wolcott. of Colorado. 

“t do not think the senator from Colo- 
rado ought in fairness to address such a4 
question to me,’’ Mr. Hoar replied, with 
some feeling. ‘ 

After Mr. Wolcott and Mr. Hoar had had 
a colloquy that was not audible to the sen- 
ate. Mr. Hale. of Maine. rose and said: 

“Tet the senators adjust their differ- 
ences outside.’’ 

Mr. Allison, of Iowa, said it was well un- 
dérstood that if the resolution was debated 
it would occupy the remainder of the ses- 
sion. He maintained that the unanimous 
consent vote upon the resolution implied 
that there should be no debate. 

Mr. Hawley, of Connecticut, entered a pro- 
‘test against the unanimous consent agree- 
ment to vote on the McEnery resolution 
and said: 


“Tt do not wish to characterize this per- 
formance, but it was most unfortunate and 
unfair. and I think it will hereafter be dif- 
ficult to .gzet unanimous consent.” 

Mr. Hale. chairman of the naval affairs 
committee, favoraLly reported and the sen- 
ate passed a bill creating an admiral of the 
navy, it being intended that Rear Admiral 
Dewey should get the office.

Origin of the Silk Hat.

Mr. John Hetherington, one of the Lon- 
don haberdashers of the last century, is 
credited with the introduction of the silk 
hat. This bold Englishman first appeared on 
the atreets of the metropolis with the silk 
hat upon his head on January 15, 1797. He , 
beHeved that in the natural course of events 
he would create a sensation, but he was 
not prepared for the commotion which 
followed.

Mr. Goodwin Raised Point on Commis- 
sioner Adair’s Qualification To 
Vote and Question Is Re- 
ferred to the County 
Attorney. 


The board of county commissioners met in 
special] session yesterday afternoon, heard 
the opinion of County Attorney Rosser on 
the qualification of Chairman Palmer of 
the board to vote, decided that he was not 
qualified to preside over the board while 
the question of franchises was under con- 
sideration, allowed Attorney Goodwin, for 
the Consolidated, to withdraw its petition 


- for franchises and adjourned until the reg- 


ular meeting in March. 

Another petition asking for the same fran- 
chise as the petition withdrawn did, was 
filed with Clerk Kontz, of the board. 

Notwithstanding the low temperature that 
prevatied yesterday, that of the meeting 
was as high, if not a few degrees higher, 
than it has been at previous sessions held 
within the last week.* 

County Attorney Rosser rendered a very 
exhaustive bDpinion on the qualification of 
Chairman Palmer to vote on the question of 
the franchise. He held that the chairman 
was disqualified to vote on them and that 
he was disqualified from voting in a decis- 
ion of the id on his qualification. The 
opinion was sweeping. 

As soon as Attorney Rosser finished read- 
ing his opinion Chairman Palmer stated 
that he had tigated the law on the 
question and obtained the assistance of 
able attorneys, among them being Hon. 
Spencer R. Atkinson, late of the supreme 
court, and was satisfied he was not dis- 
qualified to act on the question of fran- 
chises. 
question as to whether he should preside 
over the board while it had the question 
under consideration. Commissioners Adair, 
Brown and Walker voted that he was not 
qualified, and Rosser and Palmer voted 
that he was. Vice Chairman Rosser presided 
over the meeting for the remainder of the 
session.

But in the application of the Consoli- 
dated Street Railway Company for fran- 
chises it definitely affirms the following 
provision: ‘Provided, that where the 
streets of any city or town and roads of 
said county are occupted, consent must 
first be obtained from the proper author- 
ities.’ It will be seen from the charter 
itself that the right to pass through the 
streets of any city in the county was 
conditioged upon the written consent of 
the county authorities. This without 
more would make it the duty of your 
body to give or withhold consent when 
the application was to occupy any of 
the county's roads. But the general law 
of the state equally demands the consent 
of your body before any road can be 
occupied either by railroads or by any 
other parties. 

The opinion held that the board could 
grant the franchises either with or without 
any conditions, or by imposing any condi- 
tions. The report then proceeds to say: 

The qualification or the disqualifica- 
tion 6f Commissioner Palmer is not 
without difficulty, but I believe under a 
fair and liberal interpretation of the law 
he is disqualified. 

The law upon this question is not 
unusually intricate or difficult, but the 
real difficulty is the application of the 
law to the particular facts, and in the 
practical effort to adjust any given facts 
to the law, a sensible and liberal, not 
a technical construction must be em- 
ployed. 

The report then gives a large number of 
citations from authorities to substantiate 
this statement. The opinion states further 
that the board of commissioners is a kind 
of court and acts with that authority and 
says that the conclusion of the board is a 
judgment. 

The report says: 

But if mistaken in this, if you were 
not acting judicially but simply as min- 
isterial legislative agents, that would 
not alter the case. Mr. Palmer would 
be none the less disqualified. In this mat- 
ter you are acting for the county, for 
the public, and in no possible sense for 
the railway company. And when you 
deal thus as public agents in behalf of 
the public, you cannot at the same time 
deal with or for yourselves, 

Mr. Rosser in his opinion held that the 
entire proceedings, so far as they went, 
had been vitiated by the conneciion of 
Chairman Palmer with the Consolidated. 
Mr. Rosser held that as to the question of 
Mr. Palmer being allowed by the board to 
vote on his own qualification, he was dis- 
qualified from voting on that question. On 


every question, the opinion etated, bearing 


on the granting of franchises, Chairman 
Palmer wads disqualified from voting. 

The opinion did not state whether Chair- 
man Palmer would be disqualified if a new 
petition was presented, but en raetenes that 
he would be. 

Chairman Palmer’s Position. 

Chairman Palmer stated after the reading 
of the opinion that he would be glad to file 
an opinion on his qualifications, but did not 
have one prepared. He sa‘d he had inves- 
tigated the law.sand was convinced that he 
was qualified to vote on the question. He 
said he had consulted with Judge Spencer 
R. Atkinson and the latter agreed with him, 
and said he had no doubt of his qualifica- 
tion to vote, even before he resigned as a 
director or sold his stock. He said he be- 
lieved he had complete qualification irre- 
spective of interest. He said the power of 
the board was purely legislative and not 
judicial. He cited authorities to substanti- 
ate dhis. He said that he thought the 
courts should decide che question if he was 
not disqualified and he was willing for 
that to be done. He said that he thought 
he was entitled to vote, provided he was 
qualified, and he thought he was. 

After Chairman Palmer stated his posi- 
tion and said he would maintain h’s right 
to vote, Attorney Goodwin addressed the 
board and made an issue on the voting of 
Commissioner Adair. He said he thought 
Mr. Adair was disqualified, as he was the 
representative of the Atlanta Railway Cain- 
pany in the condemnation proceedings. Mr. 
Goodwin presented the notice sent to the 
Consolidated, stating that the Atlanta Rail- 
way Company had named Mr. Adair as

BLAME ANDRADE 


Trouble Over Garcia's Funeral Seems To 
Be Adjusting Itself. 
AMERICANS NOT CENSURED 


Islanders Are Becoming Satisfied That 
They Acted Too Hastily. 


THEY HOLD A LONG CONSULTATION 


Military Governor Brooke Made No Ef- 
fort To Disarrange Programme 
Prepared. | 


Havana, February 13.—The il} feeling on 
the part of the Cubans toward Major Gen- 
eral Brooke over the question of precedence 
that arose in regard to the funeral proces- 
sion of General Calixto Garcia on Satur- 
day has greatly moderated in the light of 
explanations that have been made. On the 
other hand, there is a disposition now to 
censure the Cuban generals who, taking of- 
fense when none was offered, ordered their 
soldiers out of line and retired themselves. 

The other Cuban generals are disposed 
to blame General Andrade for ordering his 
soldiers not to march in the procession. 

The Cuban generals and an assembly 
composed of military men debated the 
subject of the supposed insult to the Cuban 
soldiers until 2 o’clock Sunday morning. Af- 
ter several officers had spoken in strong 


terms against the Americans, it was decided 


to appoint a commission to investigate the 
occurences of Saturday and determine 
whether or not the conductof Major General 
Brooke constituted an offense. The com- 
mission is instructed to report on Tuesday. 
Generals Lanuza, Capote and Menocal, who 
were present at the meeting, talked of re- 
signing the positions which they had ac- 
cepted under the United States govern- 
ment, but it was decided not to do so at 
this time, because it would be impolitic and 
unpatriotic to break off relations with the 
military authorities of the United States. 

Major Gcneral Brooke was not informed 
by the authorities at Washington as to 
what honors he should render the late 
General Garela until inquiry was sent on 
Thursday after the body of the Cuban 
leader had arrived here. In response to this 
inquiry General Brooke was directed by ca- 
ble on Friday to give a full military funeral. 

As the mayor and city council of Havana 
had already arranged and advertised an 
elaborate programme, it seemed to the mii- 
itary authorities here that it would be un- 
wise to deny the Cuban programme and 
make another conforming to the United 
States army regulations. Therefore, as the 
programme originally prepared provided 
for ample representation of the American 
military forces, General Brooke made no 
suggestions concerning his own place in the 
pageant, except that at the palace, instead 
of taking the first carriage after the cas- 
ket, as proposed by the Cuban committee, 
the son of General Garcia was given that 
position, while he would take the second 
carriage, which was done. The Cuban gen- 
erals who, according tothe council pro- 
gramme, were to be followed by all the 
American infantry, inquired of Major Gen- 
era] Lee through General Lanuza, if Gen- 
eral Lee had any objection to their going 
uhead of him. General Lee replied that he 
had no objection. The Cuban gen- 
erals then tried to get between 
Major General SBrogke and his staff, 
but they were crowded out. This 
occurred half an hour after the procession 
started, though only four or five blocks 
from the palace owing to frequent stops. 
Generals Lanuza and Capote, who started 
to argue with the Cuban generals, were left 
behind. The other secretaries of the Cuban 
provisional government, Messrs. Desvernine 
and Yauz, were in the second carriage af- 
ter the one occupied by Major General 
Brooke, and after them came four mounted 
orderlies, Jeading horses.

Mrs. Jane Hays, aged eighty-seven, one 
of the oldest residents of Tuscaloosa, died 
last night about 11 o’clock, She was the 
widow of the late Dr. W. J. Hays and 
aunt of State Senator F. 8S. Moody, au- 
thor of the dispensary bill.

Five Days’ Supply of Fuel on Hand in 
the Smoky City. 

Pittsburg, Pa., February 13.—A coal fam- 
ine is threatened here. The total coal sup- 
Ply now in the Allegheny .&and Mononga- 
hela rivers at Pittsburg does not exceed 
1,000,000 bushels. The daily consumption 
is 200,000 bushels, and there are orders for 
instant delivery of at least 400,000. 


_.. a» «fhe rivers are frozen up tight, and the 


railroad freights are not moving. Coal 
has advanced from 5c to 10c bushel, and in 
some cases is selling as high as 25 cents. 
Hundreds of wagons are waiting on the 
wharves to load and thousands of order 
for fuel are being received that cannot 
be filled. 

The situation is the most critical in years. 
There are millions of bushels of coal in 
barges up the river, but there is no way to 
get it here.

Piled in stacks eight feet high, which line

The Central's train due last night was one 
hour late. The Atlanta and West Point 
and the Western and Atlantic reported their’ 
trains only twenty minutes late. 

Of all the roads, the Southern and the: 
Seaboard Air-Line had the worst experi- 
ences. The snowstorm continued all yes- 
terday through North Carolina and Vir- 
ginia, and the thermometer registered far 
below zero even at midday. Snow drifted, 
in the cuts and in the mountainous coun- 
try along the Southern the drifts were 
very deép in places. 

A message received from Washington at 
loon yesterday stated that the storm was 
still raging there, and that there had not 
been a train in or out of the city since Sun- 
day night. Late in the afternoon a mes- 
gsagé came announcing that all southbound 
trains from Washington had been annulled 
for the night. There was then no telling 
when sefvece could be restored, but it was 
impossible for the trains to run so long as 
the blizzard kept up. 

None of the roads had very much trouble 
on their Atlanta divisions. On the Sea- 
bord the trouble was all said to be above 
Monroe, and on the Southern it was the 
snow above Greenville which caused the 
delays. 

One thing which delayed the trains was 
the condition of the switches. Ice packed in 
the frogs and made it difficult for the train- 
men to throw the switches. Then time 
was lost stopping and starting trains at 
every station. The Western and Atlantic 
had more trouble at Marietta than any- 
where else on the line. This was because 
the snow drifted in the tracks. While 
passengers were getting off and on trains 
there the wind would blow snow in on the 
rails behind the wheels, and the engines 
had hard work to start trains on the slip- 
pery track. » 

The union passenger station was a very 
quiet place during the fgrenoon. The first 
train to arrive was the Georgia, and the 
Central's train from Savannan was the 
mext.

The Seaboard did not start out a train 
from Portsmouth yesterday morning for 
Atlanta, and there will be none in today 
unless 403, which started Sunday night, 
gets through. It was reported that the 
Seaboard’s passenger train, which left At- 
lanta Sunday night for Portsmouth, was 
stuck somewhere ‘up in North Carolina. 

The Sovthern’s 37, which is the south- 
bound limited train, due here at 3:55 o’clock 
p. m., Was running in two sections. At the 
hour they were due here yesterday one 
was marked up six hours late and the 
second section was marked ten hours late. 

It looked last night very much as though 
the Southern would not be able to get a 
train through from Washington before 
tomorrow at the earliest. 

Of course the storm interfered with the 
telegraph wires, but the damage from the 
sleet and snow was not so great as feared. 
Train dispatchers on some of the roads 
could not get their orders over the lines, but 
on the whole the dispatchers got along bet- 
ter than they expected. 

The crews on freight trains had a rough 
time, but all the roads kept their freight 
moving as best they could on the Atlanta 
divisions. It is probable that in the Caro- 
linas and Virginia and in Tennessee and 
Kentucky freight train schedules have been 
abandoned, but down here an effort is being 
made to get all trains through and Keep the 
roads open. 

General Manager McWillians, of the At- 
lanta, Knoxville and Northern, telephoned 
from Marietta that his line was open all 
the way through, and that he had some 
magnificent snow scenes up in the moun- 
tains above Ellijay. . 

On account of the ice and snow on the 
rails, all roads made up their trains as 
light as possible. Some of the roads could 
not take the extra weight of The Weekly 
Constitution, and hundreds of sacks were 
left here in the city. None of the roads 
would allow their engineers to undertake 
to make up lost time, and some of the 
roads gave ordefs° to their engineers to 
yengthen their schedules. In most cases 
these orders were superfluous, because it 
was impossible to make time. 

The Western and Atlantic had four train 
loads of cavalry moving south last night.

the weather man, is an excellent argument 
in favor of colder weather than the city 
has yet experienced, although the mercury. 
is not falling as rapidly as ‘on Sunday. 
However, it is extremeiy improbable that 
this afternoon wil] be as cold as yesterday 
afternoon. The official forecast from 
Washington states that today the tem- 
perature will moderate. In addition to 
this, the storm center has changed from 
Florida to the coast of Virginia, the air 
currents having a northernly direction. 

In Havre, Mont., the original storm cen- 
ter, where the thermometer registered as 
low as 4 degrees below zero on Friday, 
tke temperature rose to 20 degrees below 
zero yesterday, 

All day yesterday there was the most 
intense suffering throughout the city. Wa- 
ter pipes broke in the houses of rich and 
poor alike and the water froze instantly. 
There was a general famine in many ar- 
ticles absolutely necessary to comfort, and 
the consequent inconvenience was general. 
A number of persons had their ears and 
hands frozen and were compelled to seek’ 
‘Medical attention in a great Many in- 
stances. Travel thas been impeded on ali 
the street car lines to & greater or less 
degree, and this fact has caused a serious 
set-back to business. 

The cold wave has not only been ex- 
tremely severe, put has been general 
throughout the entire south. In New Or- 
leans, Shrevesport, La.: Little Rock, Ark.; 

Tex.; Norfolk, ard Petersburg, 
bile, Ala., alj previous records 
have been lowered. In Florida, which was 
the storm center of the blizzard yesterday 
the entire state has beén visited by the 
coldest wave on record, 
Historical Blizzard of 1833. 

There are a few—very few—inhabitants 
of Atlanta who remember the famous Cold 
Friday of 1833. One or two of them have 
lived in the city continuously since that 
date and are ready to admit that yester- 
day was fully as cold as the day which 
to them has held the recorg for sixty-six 
years, 3 

From alt accounts, Cold Friday has not 
only hel@ the record for the years which. 
have followed, but was the coldest day 
known in the history of the state. It is 
related that a stage driver arrived in the 
city and reined up his horses gt a tavern 
near the spot now occupied by the Kim. 

He was unable to alight from 
the box, and when assistance hed hi 
some moments later he was dead).

Outside of articles which were absolutely 
imperative, however, business in the dry 
goods stores was at a stand still. The most 
beautiful creations in the way of silks and 
satins failed to tempt the average pur- 
chaser, and the clerk who manzuged to 
sell a dress was looked upon with envy by 


his companions. 

Business with the drug stores, jewelry es- 
tablishments ang milliners was the dullest 
in years. In several instances different 
kinds’ of medicinal oils kept by the drug- 
gists froze solid for the first time in the 
history of Atlanta and had to be broken 
like ice and melted. A well-known druggist 
stated that trade on yesterday and Sunday 
was at least 75 per cent off. 

Along certain lines, however, business was 
exceedingly brisk. Early in the morning a 
mad rush was made for the haberdashers 
and clothing stores. By 12 o’clock it was 
impossible to find an ear muff, woolen 
muffier or pair of wristlets in the city. 
Roughly estimated fully 1,000 pairs of ear 
muffs were sold, and even after the supply 
had been exhausted calls for them contin- 
ued until the stores closed. In mufflers a 
famine was also created. After they had 
all been @isposed of bandanna handker- 
chiefs were bought in lieu. One establish- 
ment alone sold 237 pairs of ear muffs and 
125 mufflers before 1 o'clock, Fully 200 calls 
were received after that time. A big run 
was also made on gloves and caps, the lat- 
ter of. ali descriptions being sold out by 6

Shoe stores a harvest. Over’ 5,000 
pairs of rubbers and many heavy shoes 
were sold. By tomorrow, if the demand 
keeps up at its present rate, rubbers cannot 
be bought at any price. 

On Peachtree street between Wal] and 
Marietta streets the steam pipes in several 
of the stores were out of order and the 
overcoated clerks hither and thither 
in a vain effort to keep warm. The pro- 
prietér of one of the stores in this section 
closed his doors at 12 o’cl and dismissed 
h‘'s clerks for the day.

UNANIMOUS RESPONSE TO THE CALL! 


Cash Bonations Were Received from Many Citizens While Others 
Gave Provisions. and Aided in the Work

Never before did the citizens of Atlanta 
come to the aid of the poor and suffering 
ones more liberally than they did yester- 
day. The fund, which was started by The 
Constitution Sunday, reached over $13,000 
in eash, and equally that sum in provis- 
ions, coal and fuel. 

After it was known that aid was needed, 
that there was sickness and suffering among 
the needy ones, there; Was no longer any 
necessity to ask for subscriptions. Citizens 
telephoned to The Constitution and added 
their names to the list, subscribing liberal 
amounts. Others called personally and left 
checks and sums of money ranging any- 
where from © cents to $100. 

The Constitution relief fund was the most 
popular enterprise in the city yesterday, and 
it carried happiness and relief into hundreds 
of homes that for the past few days have 
known nothing but sorrow, suffering and 
hunger. 

The money furnished through The Con- 
stitution relief fund enabled the police au- 
thorities and those who had taken the 
matter in hand to purchase any quantity 
and kind of necessities, The merchants did 
not wait for this to be expended on flour 
and provisions, but as the wagon sent 
out by the committee drove up they 
emptied into it food of all kinds, and in- 
structed those in charge to call again if 
more was needed. ; 

The interest of the entire city was center- 
ed in the matter of relieving the sufferings 
of the poor, and there‘was not‘a single case 
reported to the authorities that was over- 
looked, and it is needless to say that there 
will be no suffering ifthe authorities can 
hear of those who should have, assistance. 

Although the work ‘of aiding the poor 
was continued all day yesterday until late 
last night, it will be taken up again bright 
and early this morning, and will not cease 
until the authorities dre unable to find a 
single person in need of food and other 
necessities. 

The fund started by The Constitution, 
and which has enabled the authorities to 
give such effectual aid to the poor, was the 
result of spontaneous action on the part of 
the citizens. As soon as it was realized 
that such a fund was necessary communi- 
cations from every part of the city began 
to pour into the office, and each one con- 
tained a contribution for the fund. The 
letters wished the work godspeed, and 
stated that if further: aid was needed it 
would only be necessary to make it known. 

Seldom before have the citizeng respond- 
ed so unanimously and so liberally, but 
never before did such @ condition exist in 
the city. The true Atlanta spirit was dis- 
played, and in this way the suffering, which 
otherwise must have been severe and ereat- 
er than ever before in the history, was 
relieved and prevented.

Already ice gorges are reported as causing 
back-ups in the surrounding country, but 
as yet no damage worthy of mention has 
come to notice. All sorts of estimates are 
being put out for this year’s acreage, some 
claiming a- slight increase might be ex- 
pected, but the more conservative class look 
for a reduction of 8 to 10 per cent. Fer- 
tilizers are meeting with an exceptionally 
slow sale, but this is attributed in a great 
measure to the unseasonable weather and 
backwardness of all farm work.

Alger Discusses Condition and Work of 
His Department During the War. 


SAYS HE HAD_DONE HIS BEST. 


Refused To Read Newspapers. Which 
Contained Adverse Criticism.

Gecretary of War Declares That Sale of 
Provisions in Cuba by Soldiers 
Has Been Stopped.

New York, February 13.—Secretary' of 
War Alger, who is here for the Lincoln day | 
dinner of the Union League Club in Brook- 
lyn, said today regarding the report of the" 
war comimission that he would rather not | 
say anything about it until he had pead 
the full report. General Alger said he had 
carried on the work all the way through 
the war to the best of his ability. 


“During the war,” said the secretary, 
“when we had go much to do criticisms 
began to appear in some p s. When this 
happened I gaye orders that those papers 
should not be sent to me, ag there Wag no 
time to waste. My first duty waa to con- 
duct the affairs of the department as well 
as I could.”’ 

General Alger compared the department 
with a large private business, saying that 
many unforeseen things happened in the 
department just as in a large private busi- 
ness. Storms came up which could not 
be prevented. 

“Sometimes the manager of a private 
business,” said the secretary, “has looked 
over the field and believes he has good and 
faithful thelpers. Then he learns that he 
has been incorrect in his opinidn, and 
that some of his men have not proved 
true. These are generally unforeseen 
things which will happen in any large ppi- 
vate concern as well as to a government 
department. Though the work of the de- 
partment was d.fficult, I catried it on, as 
was my duty, to the best of my ability.” 


Prefers Officer from Regular Army. 

When asked about the criticism by the 
war commission of General Miles, Secre- 
tary Alger asked to be excused from talk- 
ing about that. Secretary Alger said in 
connection with the intended naming of a 
commanding officer for the army that he 
thought a regular army man would be 
named in preference to a volunteer, ai- 
though congress. could do. as.it wished about 
such a matter. 

Secrefary Alger's attention was called to 
the selling of supplies in Havana.at less 
than. the regular, market rates, in. connec- 
tion with which it: was said that the sup- 
plies-were all army. rations. ‘Tihe secretary 
said: oe 71 ge 

“Colonel Bliss, who Was in charge of the 
collection of customs at Havana, was ask- 
ed to ‘investigate this when it was learned 
that such sales were being made. Some per- 
sons were selling supplies at less than any 
one else could sell’ them aftér importing : 
them and paying the duty. Colonel Bliss 
found that two men’ were buying up alf the 
surphis rations from. thé troops, The’ ra- 
tions the troops received were more than 
they could use, and it is considered legiti- 
mate to. sell them again. It. is a.general 
practice in the army for companies to sell 
their surplus rations’ and place the sums 
received to the credit of the company 
funds. These two-men were, in a way, car- 
rying’ on @ legitimate’ business. — 

“Colonel. Bliss found that they had a 
storehouse full of flour and coffee and 
some other things, and that’ they were able 
to sell flour at $2 a barrel] less than persons 
who were importing flour and paying duty 
onit. He told them, after consulting Wash- 
ington, that they must either per duty on 
the goods or he would prevent them from 
selling them. This practically stopped this 
practice. Orders were given to the commis- 
sary department to Buy back the extra ra- 
tions so that the soldiers would get as 
much from the government as from outsid- 
ers and gave the scandalous talk.’’ | 

In speaking of the Philippine and San- 
tiago campaigns, Secretary Alger said: 

“General Shafter and his expedition had 
to land on a hostile island and do the at- 
tacking during the worst season there, the 
hottest part of the rainy season. General 
Otis had been at Manila for some time and 
he was prepared for the attack. In San- 
tiago General Shafter had to attack the 
Spaniards, while ‘n the Philippines our 
forces occupied the position the Spaniards 
had in Santiago.”’ 


Pleased with Work Doné in Cuba. 
Genera! Alger said he wished to make no 


brilliant work in Manila. He said that 
the two campaigns could hardly be com- 
pared, as they had been fought at differ- 
ent seasons and from different positions. 
The general in each case, he declared, was 
en, itled to great credit. 

Secretary Alger spoke generally of the 
work now being done in Cuba. He said 
there was very little friction at Santiago. 
In spite of the report to that éffect, Gen- 
eral Wood and General Brooke were work- 
ing in entire harmony.. General Brooke, 
he said, in answer to « question, was in 
chatge of the whole isiand, Some misun- 
derstanding had been caused at firs: by the 
mistake made by the officers at Santiago, 
who thotight that the moneys collected at 
Santiago had to be sent to Havana, which 
was not required. 

The work of bettering conditions gener- 
ally in Cuba was going on, hampered some- 
whatuby the lack of transportation facill- 
ties in fe interior and by countless-little 
difficulties, which were were voming tp 
and being mastered. He said that he was 
satisfied with the work. Taking into con-

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FOR POLICE MATRON 


Matron Will Receive a Salary of $40 
Per Month. 
COUNCIL TO RECREATE OFFICE 


Not Known Who Will Be Selected for 
Matron’s Position. 


COMMISSIONERS HAVE POWER TO ELECT 


Police Commissioners Met Yesterday 
Afternoon, but Did Little Except 
Ask for a Matron. 


The position of police matron will be re- 
created by council; and within a short time, 
probably at their next regular session, the 
pdlice commissioners will elect someone to 
the position. The salary attached to the 
office will be $40, to be paid out of the reg- 
ular police fund. 

The police commissioners, in regular ses- 
sion yesterday, passed resolutions petition- 
ing council to recreate the office, and the 
matter will come before that body within 
the next few wéeks. The commissioners 
are anxious to again have the services of a 
matron at the barracks, and yesterday the 
resolution asking for the office was passed 
unanimously. " 

The resolution was introduced .by Ma- 
jor W. J. Kendrick, and was seconded by 
Mr. W. O. Jones. It is as follows: 

“Resolved, 1. That the honorable mayor 
and general council be respectfully peti- 
tioned to create by ordinance the position 
Of police matron. 1: caren 

“2. That #0 per month be apprepriated 
for the salary of said matron.” 

There was no discussion over the resolu- 
tion. It was directly after the reports of 
officers for the month had been addgpied, 
that Major Kendrick announced that he 
had a resolution to introduce. It was read 
by him, and as soon as he finished the 
closing sentence, .Mr. Jones seconded the 
resolution. 

Chairman W. H. Patterson waited a mo- 
ment to allow the commissioners to make 
remarks upon the proposed resolutions, but 
no one said anything. Chairman Patterson 
then put the resolutions before the board, 
and they were adopted unanimously. 

The salary provided for by the commis- 
sioners yesterday for the police matron is 
$15 per month more than was received by 
Miss Sue Holloway during her stay at the 
police barracks as matron. The position 
of police matron was first created about 
tw@ years ago. It was tried as an experi- 
ment, and the creating of it was the result 
of the endeavors of the ladies of the city. 

Miss Sue Holloway was elécted to the po- 
sition, and it was thought that the experi- 
ment had been successful. Last June, how- 
ever, a resolution’ was offered im a meeting 
of the police commissioners abolishing the 
office. This was passed. 

A number of meetings were then held by 
the ladies of Atlanta to protest against 
the action of the commissioners. The va- 
rious women’s organizations in the city 
adopted resolutions condemning the action 
of the commissioners, and a general mass 
meeting was held by the jadies to endeavor 
to induce the board to reconsider its action. 

No attention was paid by the board, how- 
ever, to the protests of the ladies, and it 
Was thought that a police matron would 
not be at the barracks for several years to 
come. The action taken yesterday by the 
commissioners will be a complete surprise. 

The board met yesterday afternoon at 3 
o’clock. Yesterday was the day for .the 
regular meeting, and the session was 
scheduled to begin at 5 o’clock. During the 
morning, however, the commissioners de- 
cided to meet at 3 o’clock, because of the 
cold weather, and they assembled at that 
time, the only absentee being Mayor James 
G. Woodward. 

The reports, from Chief Manly, Captains 
Jennings, Joiner, Thompson and Slaughter 
were read, and showed that the men un- 
der these officers had done excellent work 
during the month. Nothing of importance 
was done by the commissioners with the 
exception of the action in regard to the 
police matron and the resolution concern- 
ing the charity work now in progress.

The Atlanta Milling Company’s new mill 
will be formally. opened today at 12 
o’clock. 

Governor Allen D, Candler has promised 
to press the button which startg the ma, 
chinery. The governor and other state- 
house officials, Mayor J. G. Woodward and 
members of the city council, the bankers, 
railway representatives, wholesale and re- 
tail grocers, bakers and a number of other 
prominent citizens haye been invited to 
attend the opening. 

After the machinery is started the vis- 
itors will be shown over the mill, and then 
wil] be invited to a luncheon at which 
products of the milj will be a feature. 

This is the best equipped flour mill in the 
country, and it is a very large one. It will 
turn out daily 1,200 barrels of flour and 300 
barrels of meal and grits, grinding 5,(00 
bushels of wheat and 3,000 bushels of corn 
every day. The mill employs sixty men. 
The building, ground and plant have cost 
$125,000, and the annual output will bring 
to Atlanta $2,250,000.. It will be one of the 
city’s greatest, if not the greatest, manu- 
facturing enterprises. ; 

For wheat and corn the company will pay 
Out more than $1,200,000 a year, and the fact 
that they will have a cash market at ev- 
ery railroad station, has stimulated the 
farmers al] through this section to plant 
more grain in the future. President Whit- 
man says that he hopes by another year 
ali the grain which the mill requires can 
be bought in Georgia and heighboring 
states. This year it will be necessary for 
the mill to get its wheat in the west, and 
an immense stock of grain has already been 
bought and stored in the mill’s elevator 
and warehouse. 

Colonel O. B. Stevens, commissioner of 
agriculture, says that an enterprise of this 
kind will do more to help the farmers get 
into diversified farming than almost any- 
thing else. The governor, mayor, commis- 
sioner ef agriculture and others will prob- 
ubly make informa] talks appropriate to the 
occasion. 

The mill is located at Butler street and 
. the Georgia railroad, near the, new jail. 


ONE OF “BOY'S LEGS WAS BROKEN 


At a Number of Residences the Kitch- 
ens Were Badly Wrecked by Ex- 
plosion of Ranges—-The 
Plumbers Have Their 
Hands Full. 


Dozens of hot water tanks exploded 
throughout the city yesterday, and though 
no fatalities attended any of the disasters, 
a number of people received injuries more 
or less serious, and a larger number still 


escaped as if by a miracle. 

The most serious accident of the kind 
occurred in the boys’ cottage of the Geor- 
gia Baptist Orphans’ home an Courtland 
street. Three boys were badly hurt and 
as many more somewhat bruised and burn- 
ed. The room in which the explosion took 
place was set afire, and but for the prompt 
action of Mrs. Chatman, the matron, a se- 
rious conflagration would probably have 
resulted. Ass it was some bedclothing was 
burned, and Hilton Kersey, Otis Mathews 
and Hardaway Hall are now inmates of the 
Grady thospital—the first suffering with a 
broken leg, the second from the loss of an 
index finger and numberless bruises and 
contusions and the third from internal in- 
juries, which, however, are not considered 
dangerous. 

The accident happened about 7 o’clock, A 
short while previously a fire ‘had been kin- 
dled in the stove in the playroom, and 
about a dozen boys had gone in there to 
dress. They were all grouped about the 
stove chatting when the explosion came. 
Young Kersey was blown through a win- 
dow in the rear of where he was standing 
and his clothing set afire, and but for one 
of the little girls he would have been byrn- 
ed—fatally, in.all probability. She ran out 
and seized ‘thim and rolled him over and 
over.in the snow, putting. out the flames. 

The stove was completely demolished and 
scattered in bits about the room. Some bed- 
clothing that was upon a table in the center 
of the room caught fire, but was thrown 
out into the yard by Mrs. Chatman before 
it could ignite the furniture or the wood- 
work, , 

The explosion was caused by the water in 
the tank freezing. When the fire was kin- 
dled in the stove the water in the pipes 
was turned into steam, and this steam, 
finding its usual outlet into the tank block- 
ed by ice, bursted the pipes and demolished 
the stove. 

Mrs. Chatman stated yesterday that when 
she heard the explosion her first thought 
was that some mischievous youngster had 
put a cannon cracker in the stove, but fhe 
screams that followed immediately notified 
her that something more serious had taken 
place. As she arose to investigate two 
of the little girls ran up to her and cried 


HOUSE HAD A SLOW SESSION. 


Snowstorm Kept Speaker and Members 
Away from the Building. 
Washington, |\February 13.—The raging 
blizzard caused practically a suspension of 
business at the heuse today. The great 
marble capitol looked like a snow palace. 
Ledges, facades, and parapets were banked 
with snow, and on the drives and on the 
plaza in front of the building the snow had 
drifted into great billows, in some places 

ten feet deep. 

Not a car line approached the building, 
but a few members of the house managed 
to reach the capitol in sleighs and carriages, 
and the employees trudged and labor- 
ed through the deep snow and 
blinding storm to reach their posts 
of duty. The hal} of the house was as 
dark as a cellar. The snow banked upon 
the ground-glass ceilings shut out the light 
and half an hour before noon, the hour for 
the house to convene, the lights were turn- 
ed on to relfeve the gloom. 

The committee meetings, with but one 
or two exceptions, were not held. The new 
members of the house who arrived had no 
thought for anything save the weather. 
They stood about the weather map in the 
lobby in the rear of the hall, discussing 
{emperatures and snowfall and record- 
breaking in all parts of the country, and 
it was the unanimous verdict of the oldest 
member in the group that nothing ap- 
proaching the present cold spell and snow- 
fall had been known in Washington in 
their experience. The nearest approach to 
it was the blizzard of 1888, which cut Wash- 
ington off for a week from communication 
by railroad and telegraph. 

Speaker Reed did not appear at the cap'-

Orphans’ home. 

At the home of Mr. J, E. Calloway, at 551 
Whitehall street, an explosion of the same 
sort also occurred. The range was ut- 
terly demolished and the kitchen wrecked. 

No persons were in the room at the time, 
so no personal injuries were sustained by 
any one. : 

The hot water tank at the residence of 
Judge Landrum exploded, causing consid- 
erable damage. 

At the home of Colonel W. A, Hemphill, 
a similar accident occurred, 

At the home of R. A. Caldwell, in West 
End, the stove was blown to bits by the 
bursting of the hot water pipes. 

The stove in the kitchen of Henry Rosen- 
field, on Orange street, exploded, demol- 
ishing the stove and wrecking the kitchen, 
No one was injured.

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DDS AND ENDS OF NEWS 
AT THE STATE CAPITOL 


An effort was made by the supreme court 
yesterday morning to take up the Macon 
circuit, but on account of the delayed trains 
on the Southern and Central railroad, the 
majority of the Macan lawyers were not 
able to reach the city until late yesterday 


afternoon. 

The new hours set by the court for hold- 
ing sessions, are from 9 o'clock to 1 o’clock 
in the forenoon and from 2:30 to 6 o'clock 
in the afternoon. These hours are longer 
than' the supreme court of Georgia has ever 
agreed upon before and probably in no 
state in the union does a supreme court 
agree to sit more than six hours a day. The 
new arrangement of the court was broken 
into, however, on account of the non-ap- 
pearance of attorneys interested in the 
cases of the Macon circuit. 

One or two cases were heard: during the 
morning, in which the lawyers on both sides 
were in the city and these were disposed of 
before 12:36 o’clock, wfien the supreme court 
adjourned for the day. 

The Macon circuit will be taken up again 
this morning and the new hours set by or- 
der of the court will be strictly observed. 


Among the cases that have been set for 
hearing in the supreme court this morning 


is the intéresting case in which the will of 


the late Henry T. Lamar, of Macon, is be- 
ing contested by the deceased’s son, H. J. 
Lamar, Jr., one of the legatees under the 


will. 

When the case was heard in the lower 
courts considerable interest was stirred up 
in Macon and elsewhere over the state, on 
account of the extraordinary nature of the 
suit. H. J. Lamar, Jr., appears in the su- 
preme court as plaintiff in error and will 
make a hard fight through his attorneys to 
have the decision of the lower court re- 
versed. It will be recalled that among oth- 
er things Henry Lamar, Jr., claimed that 
in the will of his father certain property 
was willed which did not rightfully be- 
long to him and as one of the executors he 
asks the supreme court to decree that a 
certain part of the interest’ in the firm of 
H. J. Lamar & Sons was his property and 
not that of the testator. 

The plaintiff claims an interest amounting 


to five-sixteenths of the assets of H. J. 
Lamar & Sons and it is asserted by his 
attorneys that a part of this interest was 
willed, without his consent, in the last tes- 
tament of H. J. Lamar, Sr. 

It is understood that the decision of the 
lower court put the defendant to an elec- 
tion, whether he would take under the will 
of his father or certain property which he 
had claimed as belonging to himself. The 
lawyers for Mr. Lamar claim that under. 
the text of the will there is no necessity 
for an election, as he continued up to the 
time of his father’s death, an active mem- 
ber of the firm of H. J. Lamar & Sons. 

On the other hand it is asserted by Fannie 
Lamar Rankin that H. J. Lamar, Jr., did 
not have any interest in the properties to 


which title is claimed except as a legatee 


under the will of his father. 
The decision of the court will be of the 


greatest importance, as it will determine 
i the disposition of a large amount of proper- 


ty named in the will of the testator. A 
great many interests will be affected by the 
position taken by the court as the firm of 
Lamar & Sons was one of the largest in the 
state and owned for some time a branch 
house in this city, which was known by the 
title of Lamar, Rankin & Lamar. 


Commissions were issued yesterday morn- 
ing by Governor Candler to the newly pro- 
moted officers of the Third Georgia regi- 
ment at Nuevitas, Cuba, and the documents 
are now speeding on their way to the is- 
land, where they will produce conflicting 
feelings among the large number who ap- 
plied for promotion. 

Governor Candler stated yesterday that 
he had the greatest difficulty in selecting 
the men to fill the vacant places, as sev- 
eral of the applicants for captain and the 
two lieutenantcies had forwarded high rec- 
ommendations. ‘ 

Lieutenant Kimbrough, who was promoted 
to captain in the place of Captain Burr, 
was the ranking first lieutenant of the regi- 
ment, and Governor Candler did not hesi- 
tate to promote him to the vacancy. The 
successor to Captain Baker was harc to 
find, but the governor decided to appoint 
W. A. Harris, of Macon, who whuiie one 
of the junior first lieutenants, forwarded 
some very high recommendations. 

At the same time the commissions for the 
officers of the Third Georgia were issued 
yesterday, Governor Candler filled out the 
commission of Captain Burn Gordon, of 
Savannah, one of the newly promoted offi- 
cers of the First Georgia volunteer cavairy. 


Governor Candler offered yesterday the 
largest reward the state can offer for the 
detention of a person or persons guilty of a 
capital crime. The murder of Alf Boynton 
and his wife, near the town of Fort Gaines, 
in Clay county, it is learned, has aroused 
the law-abiding citizens of that community 
and at their request Governor Candler de- 
cided yesterday to make the reward for 
the detention of the murderers as high as 
possible. 

A petition has reached the governor sign- 
ed by a large number of prominent county 
and city officials stating the effect the 
series of crimes in that section have had 
on the public. The petition states that the 
guilty parties are undoubtedly white men 
who have been able to prove a good alibi 
in some way every time they have been de- 
tained as the perpetrators of outrages and 
that the local authorities are utterly und- 
ble to cope with the prevailing condition 
of affairs. 

The petition closes with the announcement 
that the signers even in the act of putting 
their names to the protest are in danger

On Saturday a few devotzef of the sport 
went out to Ponce de Lem to eceé what 
chance there was for a turé on ?ne ice, and 
found that apparently ther® was no chance 
at all. But yesterday mogming news was 
brought into the city that “ll these sheets 
of water were thickly fro%en over. And 
men and boys and a few ‘women with 
skates flung over their shoulders after the 
fashion pictured in northern winter acenes 
began to flock out to these various subur- 
ban points. 

It is probable that the water of the dif- 
ferent lakes was too warm to allow the for- 
mation of ice at first, and that it required 
the cold of the past few days to chill !t be- 
fore the zero weather of Sunday night could 
put on the finishing touch. 

It is estimated that there were probably 
500 skaters enjoying the ice during the day. 
The hardware stores dia a rushing business 
in ice skates—a commodity rarely called for 
—and every outgoing car was crowded with 
people who went either to skate or to watch 
others do so. 

There were a large number of erperts 
gliding and skimming »ver the ice. And 
there were a still larger numbder whose ef- 
forts plainly betokened that they had pever 
tried the thing before. 

Out at the Exposition park there was a 
tall dark man in a mouse-colored topooat, 
who circled and darted abou: with the 
grace and rapidity of a bird on the wing. 
And there was another, also tali tut light- 
haired, and wearing a Canadian toboggan 
cap and a fancy-colored sash, whe looked 
like he ought to be «:.ble to take the palm 
from everything present. But he couldn't 
skate at all, and after a coupie cf Fours cf 
heroic but ineffectual efforts to do so, he 
crawled in to the bank on his rnands and 
knees and went back to town. 


SIDEWALKS BAD FOR WALKING. 


The Heavy Layer of Snow Has Turned 
in Many Places Into 
Ice. 

The heavy cover of snow on the sidewalks 
of Atlanta which’ was thickly compacted 
by the constant traffic all yesterday, was 
the cause of many downfalls to pedestri- 
ans who failed to observe the proper cau- 
tion. 

In many places along the streets and par- 
ticularly in the business portion of the city, 
the coating of snow was reduced to ice. 
The sun came out and the snow began to 
thaw, and later im the afternoon was again 
frozen hard. Several attempts wee made 
at store fronts along the principal] streets 
to clear away the snow, but the job was 
found to be a hard one on account of the 
ice that underlay the snow. 

The owners of stores were advised by _ 
city officials not to attempt to clear the 
snow away until the thaw sets in, as the 
ice underneath, which cannot be removed 
except with difficulty, would offer a greater 
menace to passersby, than if the coating 
of snow was left. In places the sidewalks 
offer a perilous passage to pedestrians, and 
the less sure of foot are certain to fail un- 
less precautions are observed. 

The rise in temperature which has been 
promised for today may bring the thaw, 
and the work of clearing away the side- 
walks will probably begin this mogning all 
over the city.  ,
